SOME SUGGESTIONS IN REGARD TO THE USE OF SCHOOL LIBRARIES 

This bulletin is not intended to supplant Handbook 25 or any 
other Department publication. Its purpose is solely to aid school 
officers and teachers in the selection and use of books for school 
libraries. 

For this purpose an annotated and priced list of about 700 
volumes is given. A collection of books, even a collection of 
good books, is not necessarily in any fair sense a school library 
The books must be usable, as the library is a means to an enc 
and not an end in itself. None of the previous publications o 
the Department have been prepared with any special reference 
to this fact ; hence, the need of this. 
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We can never know intimately many great men or womer 
most of us can never know even one : but through books we ma 
come into intimate contact with the best, the wisest, and tl 
greatest characters who have adorned humanity in all the age 

Our most influential companions are our own thoughts, ai 
we are helped to get good thoughts and to form high ideals wh< 
we read good books lovingly. We can do more toward formii 
the character of a child through directing his reading than 
any other way. Some one has said that education consists in t 
creation of tastes and the formation of habits. Certainly this 
true so far as reading is concerned. 

A child holds close communion with the characters in the be 
he loves, and their ifaals JtendJ,o^btcome his. Shall we then 
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content to teach a child how to read and ignore the creating of 
a taste for the right kind of reading? Reading is a means to an 
end, not an end in itself. One is not necessarily much better off 
for knowing how to read. He may even be the worse because 
of such knowledge. If he never reads, or if he reads only that 
which is light and trivial, he does not profit largely from knowing* 
how to read. If he reads only that which is vicious, then both he 
and the community in which he lives are worse off because he 
has learned to read. 

It follows therefore that when children at school are taught 
how to read, but not what to read, much harm may be done. The 
child learns how to read in the reading class, but he can not well 
be taught there what to read. It will be chiefly through the use 
of the library that he learns that, if he learns it at all at school, 
and in the majority of cases he will learn it at school or not 
at all. 

The primary purpose of the public school is to make good 
citizens, and no other subject taught in school contributes so 
much to that end as reading, provided the pupils are trained to 
read good books. In life we must associate to a large extent 
with all classes of people, good and bad. Through reading we 
may know only the best. In school, children should be so trained 
that they will choose the best company all through their lives, 
so far as they associate with people through their reading. This 
is the work of the school library. This is a work that can be 
done in every school that has a few well-chosen books. Most

important and far-reaching work can be done in school than this. 
The work of the School Libraries Division is to aid in this task, 
and nothing that it can do to assist in this important work will 
be left undone. 

Shall we leave to blind chance the formation of a taste for 
reading, or shall we see that while in school the child forms the 
habit of reading books that will stimulate him all his life to better 
thinking and higher ideals? 

A SUGGESTIVE LIST 

This list of books is merely suggestive. It is thought that a 
list of books that is graded and classified may aid teachers and 
school officers in making satisfactory selections, but it is not 
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necessary to select books from this list or from any given list. 
Any good books that are adapted to use in school libraries and 
suitable for the particular grade of school will be approved. 

GRADING 

The grading of this list is of course only approximate. It could 
not be more than that. One pupil in a sixth grade will read as 
difficult books as another in an eighth grade. Another will not 
be able to do any more advanced reading than some pupils in 
a fourth grade. This must be taken into consideration and the 
books selected for any grade must contain a few very simple 
stories and others quite difficult. The purpose of dividing the 
list into grades is to assist teachers and school officers in making 
a selection that will meet the needs of all classes. In our school 
libraries at present there is a very general lack of books for the 
first four grades and it is during this early period that the read- 
ing habit is most easily formed. 

THE READING HABIT 

The first purpose of the school library is to establish the read- 
ing habit on the part of the children. To accomplish this the 
library must contain books that the children will like to read. 
This is individual, not class work. With each child we must 
begin where he is, or a little above that, and little by little lead 
him to like better things. This is a somewhat slow process but 
it is a sure one if the teacher exercises good judgment. Let us 
not forget that not much profit comes to children through read- 
ing that which they do not like. Let us remember also that 
young children are disposed to imitate those who are older and 
this fact, especially in an ungraded school, is a great help in 
creating a taste for better things. The younger pupils will listen 
to the reading of the older ones and be influenced by it. 

HOW TO USE A SCHOOL LIBRARY 

The children should have rather free access to the books in 
the library. There is much value in looking books over. In the 
main the children should make their own selection. They will 
have to do so when they leave school and it is better that they 
form the habit while still in school. The teacher may suggest 
books. She ought to do so, but she should rarely make a selec- 
tion unless asked to do so, and not too often then. 
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We are what we are largely as the result of unconscious imita- 
tion. Because of this the teacher should read to the children as 
often as her work will permit; she has no more important work 
than this. It is well to read complete pieces to the younger 
children, but w r hen reading to the older ones it is a good plan to 
read a selection from the books she would like to have them read 
for themselves, and when the most interesting point is reached, 
stop and let them get the book and finish the story for them- 
selves if they wish to do so. It is a good plan to have an informal 
talk with the children about what they have read and get the 
children to do most of the talking. 

The library will not do its own work any more than a text- 
book in grammar or arithmetic will. Few things require more 
thought and good management than securing a proper and 
profitable use of a school library. It requires as much skill and 
tact to train children to love good reading as to teach them how 
to read. It must not be expected that all children will like the 
same books. Their tastes will differ in this as in everything else. 
Uniformity in this matter is neither possible nor desirable. Do 
not worry because some child does" not like the same kind of 
literature that you do, or that you think he ought to like. Be 
thankful if he likes good reading of any kind, and do not forget 
that at the outset a liking for any reading that is not vicious is 
better than not caring to read at all. When the reading habit is 
established it can usually be directed pretty satisfactorily. 

HISTORICAL FICTION 

It will be noted that this list contains considerable historical 
fiction and some of it not of the highest order. There will be 
found books by Henty, Otis, Tomlinson and others, books not of 
the best class, not as good as those by Altsheler, Chambers and 
Frederic. Many pupils will read those who would not read books 
of a better class. These books are not vicious. They tend to 
arouse an interest in history and to establish the reading habit. 
Then, again, our children have not a knowledge of and an inter- 
est in the history of our State that they should have, and many 
of these books will help to develop that. We can well afford to 
put forth considerable effort to arouse an interest in the history 
of our State. No state has a nobler history. One who loves his 
state and knows its history is likely to be a better citizen of it.

But the time should come when children ought to outgrow 
a liking for such books as have been mentioned. This often will 
not occur without the assistance of the teacher. When the 
proper time comes let the teacher ask the boy, for instance, what 
there is in the Henty books that he likes. If he thinks the teacher 
is his friend, and is not seeking information to club him with, he 
will say that he loves the excitement and the adventure. He 
ought to; it belongs to his time of life. Let him know that you 
think it is all right, then tell him that you know of another book 
that is full of excitement and adventure that he may like better 
than the Henty books, or whatever author he may be reading 
that you wish to lift him above. Do not say that it is a better 
book. He does not think there can be such a thing. Hand him 
a copy of Scott's Talisman. On the very first page Sir Kenneth 
meets Saladin and there is fighting and adventure from the first 
page to the last. It is granted that the Talisman is not equal to 
Ivanhoe, but your boy will read and enjoy the one and not the 
other. In due time Scott will become a name to conjure with, 
as Henty had been. The point of all this is that you must begin 
where the child is, and take very short steps. One can not go from 
Henty to Hawthorne in a single step. If the steps are made 
short enough the pupils can be led to like the best that there is 
in literature. This takes time ; so does everything that is worth 
the getting. 

GRADE ROOM LIBRARIES 

In graded schools there should be a library in each room to 
which the children in that grade can have rather free access. 
This work of developing a love for good reading needs the per- 
sonal touch of the teacher all the time, and this can not be had 
if the children and their teacher are in one room and the books 
in another. 

THE KIND OF BOOKS TO BUY 

The appearance of a book counts for much. If it is well and 
attractively bound ; if the print is clear and not too small ; if the 
paper is good, the margins fair and the illustrations attractive, 
the pupil will \ye more likely to be drawn to it. Putting covers 
on books greatly lessens their attractiveness and does not add 
much to their durability. No district can wisely buy all the 
books that are mentioned in this list. Those districts that are 
able to buy only a few will, in our judgment, find those 
marked ** the most useful. Following these in importance are 
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those marked *. Those having neither of these marks may be 
as valuable books as any on the list, but in our judgment should 
not be bought until the others have been obtained. Many books 
of a similar character are listed so as -to admit of a choice to meet 
local conditions. For example, there are many geographical 
readers mentioned, some more difficult than the others, some 
treating of one country, some of another. There are many vol- 
umes dealing with myths; the books to be selected will be de- 
termined by the advancement of the pupils who are to read them. 
So it is with other classes of literature. 

HOW TO BUY LIBRARY BOOKS 

This Department is not concerned with your methods of pur- 
chase other than that you get as good books as you can at as 
reasonable prices as possible. You will notice that this list gives 
two prices for each volume, the first column giving the regular 
retail price and the second the price at which the book will be 
furnished if you buy direct from the publisher. There seem to 
be four methods of purchase open to the school officers. They 
can buy direct from the publisher, from jobbers in the cities, from 
local dealers or from agents as has been done quite commonly. 
The prices of the publisher, the jobber and the local dealer will 
not vary greatly, or should not. It has been the custom of the 
agents to charge the regular retail prices. There are some books, 
such as Churchill's The Crisis, that were published at $1.50 each 
that can be had almost anywhere for 50 cents. With this in- 
formation before them, school officers may easily decide through 
whom they prefer to make their purchases. It is a matter of no 
moment to this Department. Your district superintendent will 
always be glad to advise with you in regard to this as to any 
other matter affecting the welfare of the schools. 

Many books on which the copyright has expired are published 
by many different firms, and there are often several editions by 
the same firm. This is indicated thus, " v.p.e.," meaning various 
publishers and editions. Sometimes we have indicated a particu- 
lar publisher because we think his edition a particularly good 
one; at other times we have not mentioned any publisher but 
have named the price at which you may get a good edition. 
Many of these books are published in a very cheap form, the 
paper and binding being poor, and the print fine. Such should 
be avoided. Better have fewer books in fairly good editions. 
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A list of the abbreviations of the various publishing hpuses 
referred to in this bulletin is given on the last page. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES 

The school district library may be supplemented by traveling 
libraries, which are lent by the State for six months under the 
conditions given below. The following statement shows how 
they may be obtained and at what cost. 

Traveling libraries, either for general reading or for reference 
work, will be furnished to public schools, not to supersede but to 
supplement the school library. Twenty-five volumes or less will 
be sent without expense; for each additional 25 books a fee of 
fifty cents will be charged. The State will pay all transportation. 
Applications should be made to the Division of Educational Ex- 
tension, State Education Department, Albany, N. Y., and signed, 
in the case of city or village schools, by the superintendent of 
schools; in case of union schools and academies, by the principal, 
and, in the case of district schools, by the trustee. If this does 
not make matters perfectly clear write to the Division of Educa- 
tional Extension as above for further information. 

THE CARE OF BOOKS 

For the care and protection of its library the district should 
have a case that may be kept locked when the school is not in 
session. It should also have an accession book in which are en- 
tered all purchases giving, in regard to each separate volume, the 
author, title, publisher, price, kind of binding and date of pur- 
chase. If the residents of the district are allowed to take the 
books to their homes there should be a book in which is entered 
all loans, showing what book was taken, by whom, when, and 
when returned. The law makes it the duty of the trustee to 
appoint the teacher as librarian and she, with the trustee, is 
responsible for the proper care of the books. 

REFERENCE BOOKS 

Every district should have a dictionary, usually an unabridged 
one of recent date. In case of a district of not more than ten 
thousand dollars assessed valuation, or one having only a very 
few and very young pupils, such a dictionary as Webster's Colle- 
giate, which may be had for three dollars, would answer very 
well. A school of considerable size containing some children 
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well advanced should have an encyclopedia if the district can 
afford it. A fairly good encyclopedia of six volumes can be had 
now for $10. It should be borne in mind, however, that neither 
a dictionary nor an encyclopedia will be of very great value 
unless the teacher instructs the pupils in its use. 

SUPPLEMENTARY READERS 

This division has been repeatedly asked to duplicate money 
expended for supplemental readers. This it can not do. It recog- 
nizes the importance of supplemental readers, but the cost of the 
same can not be made a charge upon the library fund. The 
purpose of readers is to teach children how to read but the library 
is to be used for the purpose of developing a taste for good read- 
ing. Most supplementary readers do not contribute much toward 
that end and there is no sharp dividing line between those that 
do and those that do not and any attempt to discriminate by the 
Department would involve it in endless difficulties. However, 
it is willing to allow a district to buy from two to five copies of 
any book suitable for library use, the number to be determined 
by the size of the school, and the* teacher may use these as sup- 
plementary reading if she chooses. We would not allow the pur- 
chase of more than two such sets by the same school in any one 
school year. The selection of books for this purpose must be 
approved by the district superintendent. 

TO TEACHERS, SCHOOL TRUSTEES AND DISTRICT 

SUPERINTENDENTS 

The School Libraries Division labors under the disadvantage 
of not being very familiar with local conditions. It has no record 
of the books that the libraries now possess. Its officials do not 
know the character of the people who constitute the community 
or the degree of advancement of the pupils in the schools except 
in the most general way. This knowledge the district superin- 
tendent has the power to obtain. On the other hand the district 
superintendent does not have it in his power to become 
acquainted with thousands of volumes as one should do in order 
to select books for school libraries to the best advantage, nor is 
he ordinarily acquainted with the results of the experience of a 
large number of skilled librarians. It would seem, therefore, 
that the best results would be secured through the cooperation 
of this division and the district superintendents. How this can 
be best accomplished is a troublesome question. As district 
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superintendents have now had ample opportunity in which to 
become acquainted with conditions in the several districts under 
their supervision it is suggested that each one prepare a list of 
books for each district such as will best meet the needs of that 
district and communicate his views to the trustee and the teacher 
of the district concerned. It is quite probable that trustees will 
then be governed by the advice given by the district superin- 
tendent in the matter of the selection of books. 

THE WORK OF THE TEACHER 

The teacher should not make the mistake of supposing that the 
only purpose in reading is the acquisition of knowledge and in- 
tellectual discipline. This is very far from being the case. 
Stimulating the emotions and creating proper ideals is of the 
greatest importance. This work can neither be helped nor meas- 
ured by examinations. Whatever may be true in academic 
schools, it is certain that in the elementary schools the reading 
of the pupils should not be too closely directed, or examined at 
all. Good books should constantly be suggested. There should 
be little or no compulsion. While there should be no examina- 
tions or tests as to the results of the reading done by the chil- 
dren, they should be encouraged to talk about what they have 
read, both with their teacher and with each other. The teacher 
should not tell a pupil that the book he has read is a poor one, 
even if that is the case, but should be ready to suggest a better 
one, without saying that it is better. 

Who shall say what is the best book for a given child? That 
is determined by the effect the book will have upon him, and this 
is by no means determined wholly by the book itself. It will 
depend upon the boy himself, his tastes, his ambitions, his ex- 
periences, and upon what he has already read. The book is a 
factor in the case, the teacher a larger one, but the boy himself 
the greatest of all. 

A pupil should be introduced to a variety of literature. He 
should read some fiction, some biography, history, poetry, travels 
etc. It may be necessary to insist upon this, but if it is, do not 
require a child to read any particular book of a class. Give him 
a large number from which he may make his own choice. 

PUBLISHERS' PRICES 

The statements of the publishers in regard to prices may need 
some explanation. Some make only one price. Some prepay 
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postage or express, others do not. When nothing is stated trans- 
portation charges will have to be paid by the purchaser. Some 
specify editions. For example, R.L.Y.P. means Riverside Li- 
brary for Young People; R.L.S., Riverside Literature Series; 
S.E., school edition; S.S., school series; R.B.S., Riverside Bio- 
graphical Series. The names of some editions are given without 
abbreviation. 

ACCESSION BOOKS 

Unless there is a systematic record kept of the books in the 
library there is sure to be a very considerable loss. To guard 
against this every district should have an accession book. An 
ordinary blank book may be ruled for that purpose, but this is 
considerable work, not much cheaper, and far Jess satisfactory 
than a book made especially for that purpose. The Library 
Bureau at 316 Broadway, New York City, has prepared a simple 
form ruled for five hundred volumes that can be had for 65 cents 
and postage which will not exceed 10 cents. This has brief in- 
structions for use, and a blank form for entering the number of 
the district and the town and county. It is ruled, has printed 
headings and numbers, and makes a most satisfactory accession 
book for libraries that do not have more than five hundred 

volumes.

All applications for library money must be made on the regu- 
lar forms which will be furnished without cost on application to 
the School Libraries Division.
